Preparing For The Future 


The 1991-1992 school year saw the initiation of the 
Technology Education program, formerly known as 
the Industrial Arts Department as it shifted to a con- 
temporary curriculum. The new program emphasizes 
problem solving skills and gives the students a broad- 
er picture of technology today. 

The department felt that Berlin High was falling 
behind because of the 
many breakthroughs 
that had been made in 
the field of technology 
over the last ten years. 

These advances, com- 
bined with the growing 
need for environmental 
awareness, led to the 
formation of the Tech- 
nology Education De- 
partment. Through the 
use of field trips and 
guest speakers, the De- 
partment is also con- 
stantly informing its stu- 
dents of current post- 
secondary opportunities. 

"Tech. Ed." concentrates on four major areas: trans- 
portation, construction, manufacturing, and commu- 
nications. The transportation courses deal with air, 


space, land, and sea transportation systems, while 
the construction area features classes that demon- 
strate how things such as airports, bridges, roads, and 
houses are built. Students who have courses about 
manufacturing learn how goods and products are 
produced, and the communications portion deals with 
courses that handle graphic and electronic commu- 
nications systems. Each 
class gives students 
"hands on" experience. 

The Technology Edu- 
cation Department is 
planning courses for the 
future as well. They 
hope to offer classes in 
the areas of electronic 
communication, engi- 
neering technology, and 
multimedia production 
technology. Currently, 
there is a course that of- 
fers cross credit with the 
Physics department, 
and more classes in co- 
operation with the Science department are planned. 
The new Technology Department is preparing its stu- 
dents for the everchanging future of technology.
